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The Union Older than the States. 

The extraordinary declaration, deliberately 
placed placed before Congress by President 
Lincoln, that the Union is older than the 
(States, calls upon the people to familiarize 
themselves with history. What singular in- 
fatuation should have led the President to 
make an assertion so utterly at variance with 
well known facts and the truth of history it is 
impossible to say ; but it is difficult to believe 
that it was done in ignorance, and mortifying 
to think that the Chief Magistrate of our 
country would, on so solemn and important 
an occasion, resort to such quibbling. 

The colonics became States on the 4th day 
of July, 177G, when they declared themselves 
' free and independent States; " but the pres- 
ent Union was not formed until I78S. The 
Convention that formed the Constitution met 
in Philadelphia, in May, 1787, and in the fol- 
lowing September submitted it to the States 
for ratification, the last article being as 
follows: " The ratification of the Conventions 
of nine States shall be sufficient for the estab- 
lishment of this Constitution between the 
States so ratifying it. " It was not. however, 
ratified by the requisite number of States un- 
til October. 1788, when eleven States Iraving 
sent in their ratifications, it became binding 
on them, and thus created the very Union 
which has been so absurdly stated as having 
croated the States. Meanwhile two of the 
States remained "free and independent. " not 
only of (ireat Britain, but of the United 
States also, making their own tariffs and gov- 
erning themselves by their own laws, until 
November, 1789, wken North Carolina came 
into the Union, Rhode Island following, in 
May. 1700. 

In regard to the conditions of things pre- 
vious to the formation of the present I'nion, 
the subjoined extract from Hinton's History 
of the L'uited States is so clear and concise 
that no apology is necessary for presenting 
it: 

" Purine the fir.t stnees of the revolution, tho 
universal enlhu^in-m i»f the people, directed t<.»,ne 
common object, in some measure supplied tho place 
of a general legislative and executive power. Tho 
Congress bad hitherto possessed no powers but such 
M were conferred by the instructions given by the 
State Legislature* to their respective delegates; but 
on the 11th of duuo. l"7ti, the daa following that in 
which the resolution in favor of independence had 
been adopted. Congress determined toappoin. a com- 
mittee to prepare and digest the form of a Confeder- 
ation. This Committee. on the l.'th of Julv follow- 
ing reported a plan of Confederacy, consisting of 
twenty articles, and on the -^d of the some month it 
was discussed in committee of the whole bouse, and 
was under consideration until the -0th of August, 
when an amended draft was reported. Thedithcury 
in agreeing upon the details of the system, as well as 
tho gloomy aspect of American atfairs at this period, 
prevented Congress from resuming this subject until 
April, 1777, when they resolved that two days in each 
week should be employed upon it, uutil it shall bo 
wholly discussed. " 

" The amended draft was considered and debated 
accordingly until the ( ^6th of June, when it was 
again postponed to the id of October, and was not 
finally adopted by Congress until the 15th ot No- 
vember. The outlines of tho system were that the 
thirteen States formed a Confederacy, under the 
style and name of 'the United States of America. ' 
by which they entered into a firm league of friend- 
ship with each other for their defense, the security 
of their liberties, and their mutual and general wel- 
fare, binding themselves to assist each other against 
all force offered to or attacks inado on them, or any 
of them, on uccountof religion, trade, sovereignty , or 
any other pretence whatever. This plan ofUnton was 
to bo proposed to the Legislatures of all tho States, 
a id. if approved, they were advistd to authorize their 
delegates in Congress to ratify the same ; this being 
do.ie, it was to bo conclusive. Tho plan was consid- 
ered by the Legislatures of the several States in the 
winter of 1777-3, an,, by some was adopted without 
amendments; by others various amendments were 
pioposed. 

It is thus nppnrent that neither tho Confed- 
eracy of 1777 nor the present Union of 1788, 
could have been binding upon the States un- 
til each, in its sovereign capacity, hud ratified 
the agreement; and hud N oi th Carolina and 
Rhode Island chosen to remain out of the 
Union until the present time, there was not 
then, and is not now, any legal power to co- 
erce them into the Union.

Lincoln's Usurpations and Outrages. 

The Lexington Statesman makes the follow- 
ing summary of Lincoln's tyrannic acts. 
But this formidable list does not complete the 
tale of bis enormities; though it is long enough 
and black enough to make the reign of Charles 
the First respectable by comparison: 

1st. He has blockaded ports in contravention 
of distinct treaties with foreign powers. 

2d. He has declared war and raised 
armies when Congress alone possessed the 
[lower. 

3d. He has called out the militia for an 
object not contemplated by the Constitution. 

4th. He has called them out for a longer 
time than that explicitly prescribed by law. 

6th. He has raised and is maintaining a 
navy, when Congress alone has power to do 
it. 

0th. He has repeatedly, by direct order and 
through bis subordinate chiefs, arrested and 
confined citizens without trial or charge. 

7th. He has suspended the writ of habeas 
corpus, that hitherto inviolate right of freemen, 
in violation of law. 

8th. He has substituted military law and 
power in place of the authority of courts of 
justice, when the constitution mado it subor- 
dinate. 

9th. He has seized private letters, papers, 
and property, when the Constitution exempts 
the citizen from unlawful search and seizure. 

10th. He has wantonly and illegally shed 
the blood of innocent citizens in violation of 
their rights. 

11th. He has seized arms in the hands of 
Unoffending persons, when the constitution 
secures to every citizen the right to bear 
them. 

1 2th. He has overturned the Constitution of 
Missouri, and is now conducting its govern- 
ment through a military dictator. 

13th. He tins abolished tho charter of the 
city of Baltimore and the constitution of 
Maryland, and is now administering the af- 
fairs of that city through a military force 
brought from a foreign State, after having 
driven out their legally appointed authorities. 

This is not a full list of bis enormities com- 
mitted upon the law and con litution. Ponder 
these well, anddecide what of liberty vou have 
left. 



Lincoln's Organs in Kentucky. 

The Louisville Journal, Lexington Observ- 
er and Reporter, Frankfort Commonwealth, 
have each reviewed the President's message 
in lengthy leaders, and all concur in approv- 
ing its main and prominent features. It is 
not worth the labor to wade through these 
ponderous editorials and extract paragraphs 
indorsing this or that recommendation of the 
message. We appeal to any intelligent read- 
er of one or all these journals to corroborate 
our assertion that they have all substantially 
indorsed and subscribed the message, infa- 
mous, false, and villainous as it is. Thus these 
papers seem now to be thoroughly enlisted in 
defense of Lincoln s Administration. They 
defend it, applaud it, and abuse those who 
don't uphold it. Their zeal is a boot as marked 
as that they usually displayed in support of 
their old parties. If either of these journals 
think we do them injustice, let them answer a 
question or two: 

1. Don't you approve the call for 75,000 
men. 

2. Don't you approve the call for three 
years' troops ? 

3. Don't you approve the call for men and 
money? 

4. Do you condemn the suspension of the 
habeas corpus ! 

5. Are you not in favor of recapturing all 
the property of the Government? 

6. What does Lincoln ask of Congress which 
you would not advise the Kentucky members 
to vote for?— Lex. statesman. 



"Peaco" Done for. 

By reference to the proceedings of Congress 
which we publish this morning, it will bo seen 
that the lower House of Congress has summa- 
rily settiednll the compromisers. Two Ken- 
tu ky members introduced the subject pending 
a resolution prohibiting the consideration of 
anv bill or resolution except those of a finan- 
c al, naval, and military nature, at this extra 
session. Mr. Burnett wanted to get tho 
"rence " affair relieved of this ban. but the 
Ho ise, by a vote of 52 to 102 shut down the 
gates. Every friend of genuine progress, 
every lover of his country, every true pat- 
riot, must rejoice at this peremptory refusal 
to permit even the discussion of the subject 
at this session. The action is such as became 
the dignity and power of the nation. "We 
want no treaties with armed traitors, nopalch- 
ed^up truces, no temporary adjustments. Peace 
mustcomc now without legislation in its favor, 
as the result of war. There is only one road 
to it, and that is by crushing out the conspir- 
acy which has so long fomented discord and 
disturbed the harmony of tho Union. No 
legislation for peace will now be tolerate by 
the people, whose rights having been detained, 
whose government attacked, whoso capital 
threatened, whose institutions and laws pre- 
vertftd, they are resolutely determined to trust 
no more the honor of men who have shown 
themselves to be destitute of any such quality. 
We have now in the field three hundred and 
ten thousand peacemakers, whose efforts will 
bo much more effective for final adjustment 
than any legislation at Washington. Our 
Kentucky friends do not secern to understand 
the present crisis, but if they will wait 
awhile they will probably being to do so be- 
fore long. We are done with compromises, 
and are seeking for a final settlement.

A Good Appoixtmknt. — We understand 
that Capt. S. D. Bruce, of the Lexington 
Chasseurs, has received and accepted the ap- 
pointment of Inspector General of the Home 
Guard of Kentucky.- -OAs. .j" Rap. 

Inspector General of the Home Guard of 
Kentucky ! This is a new office, for which 
we can find no warrant of law. Will our 
neighbor enlighten us as to the duties emolu- 
ments, and privileges of this new function- 
ary? Who created tho office of Inspector 
General of the Home Guard? The Legisla- 
ture did not. Who gave Mr. Bruce the ap- 
pointment? We can not imagine unless it 
Was Mr. Lincoln. 

There is no such office as this. The "Home 
Guard are a nondescript military organiza- 
tion. The truth is, it is n political machine, 
and wa« never expected tohaveany efficiency 
in a military way. We give the whole law 
under which the "Home Guard" are organ- 
ized: 

Sf.c. 5. Companies of Home Guards may 
be organized for home and local defense ex- 
clusively, but the members of such compan- 
ies shall not be exempt from the military du- 
ties to which they are subject under the pres- 
ent military laws of the State; nor shall such 
companies be considered as any part of the 
organized militia of the State, or be subject, 
as companies, tobc called intotheservice of the 
State. They are, when organized, to be furnish- 
ed with arms by said board, us provided for in 
the second section of this act, upon the follow- 
ing terms and conditions, &c. 

This is all that pertains to the organization 
of "Home Guards.'' There is no law for or- 
ganizingthem into battalions, regiments, brig- 
ades, &e. Their officers are not commission- 
ed. The men. privates and officers, are all 
subject, as before, to military duty, and ns 
much at the command of the Governor as the 
State Guard itself. 

We should like to understand the nature 
and source of this new functionary — Inspector 
General of the "Home Guard." — Statesman. 



Another Kknticky Rkoimknt Raiskd 
Opposite this City. — Another Kentucky 
regiment has been organized across the river, 
by Captain HE Collins, and has been attach- 
ed to Colonel Rousseau's brigade at Louisville. 
Allthe companies will go into camp this week, 
and will be inimedietely armed, equipped, uni- 
formed and aecoutered for service immedi- 
ately upon their nrrival at the Falls City. 
The companies arc: three from Covington, 
two from Newport, ono from Ludlow, one 
from Fleming county, one from Henry and 
two from Grant county. Each company will 
number one hundred men, making one thou- 
sand to the regiment. A cornet band has all 
so been scoured in Covington to accompany 
the regiment. This makes three regiments 
Colonel Roussenu has raised for the war, 
or five altogether from the State of Ken- 
tucky. — Cin. Enquirer, llfA. 



The R.viluoad Embargo Case Decided. 
— This (Thursday) morning, Judge Muir, of 
the Circuit Court, delivered his opinion in the 
case of Brady Si Davis, merchants of this 
city, against the Louisville & Nashville Rail- 
road, for refusing to forward goods over the 
road. Arguments in the case were mado sev- 
eral days since, and after mature deliberation. 
Judge Muir has. in his decision, sustained the 
road. That lays an einbargoon all shipments, 
and utterly prostrates the businessof our peo- 
ple, and places the road under the control of 
Lincoln & Co. The Government at Wash- 
ington, knowing the illegality of its acts, sets 
the Constitution aside, and Muir sustainesthe 
Government. — Lou. four. 12.

Prosecution of the War for the Emancipation 
of the Slaves. 

The following choice extracts are copied 
from the Independent, published in the city of 
New York, edited by his faintly Reverence. 
Henry Ward Beecher. This wicked, hrutal 
and bloody programme, drawn out hy tfjo 
hand of a disciple of the Prince of Peace, 
whose mission wns proclaimed by legions of 
Angels to be — "Peace on earth, good will 
among men, " was published but a short time 
before the meeting of Congress, as if for the 
vcrv purpose of strengthening the policy of 
Abe Lincoln, the Usurper, looking to the 
same objects here proposed by Be eerier, the 
Pious. Accordingly, Lincoln's message plain- 
ly avowed the policy of elevating the negro 
raeo to the rank of equality with the white 
race, as indispensable to the very existence of 
the government, or. in other words, that the 
government would bedestroyed unless slavery 
should be abolished and the blacks placed on 
a footing of equality with the whites. Wo 
have demonstrated this in the Yeoman by the 
clearest evidence. But let us return to Beeeh- 
er'.s programme. Here it is: 

"The grand result — the only solution of the 
question — is fast coming up: the emancipa- 
tion of the shires by tin. nation. What other 
escape is therefrom our difficulties? Why 
should not our people and our statesmen look 
it fairly in the face ? 

"The South is far stronger and better sup- 
plied than we suppose. She in earnest. 
She believes herself bitterly wronged. She is 
not likely to think herself less so after a block- 
ade and a campaign. Sin- is encouraged by 
the base sympathy of England. Sho never 
could fee] any surety for slavery in another 
Union with us. She bates us, * • 

•'Evidently, there is but one path to safety 
and victory — onetoa permanent settlement — 
one to tlie quiet or subjugation of the Sooth. 
Ponot fear it! Look it boldly in the face — 
namely: the emancipation of (he slaves. 

" Let our armie*. as a ' military necessity ' 
and strategical act. declare 'freedom ' to all, 
and in a moment we have any arm v of 4.000,. 
000 human beings on our side — allies in every 
house and on every plantation. The enemy 
is demoralized. Panic sweeps throngh the 
Southern land. Here is a foe more dreadful 
than "Northern armies. 

" Fighting so near our own forces, we may 
hope the revengeful feelincrs of these pour 
oppressed creatures would be restrained. 
Still, there would inevitably be desolation and 
destruction sweeping like a tempest over the 
Southern land. And it would be just. These 
men have homo the wrongs of centuries, and 
why should not their uprising In- bloody / Let 
them have their freedom if they can win it — 
even though if it be over the corpses of their 
masters and the ashes of their homesteads, i 
After this tempest of fire and havoc would ! 
arise a better era for the South. Free labor- 
ers would pour in; wasted fields would be cul- 
tivated by new hands; ruined cities would be 
built up by Northern capital and ingenuity, 

and the problem and the task for the civilization 
of the coming age would be the education and 
preparation of four millions of blacks — per- 
haps through some system of apprenticeship 
— for the rights and privileges of free labor- 
ers. 

" For such a glnrioirs resolf, even if it come 
through tears and blood, do wc devout!// 
pray." 

" The emancipation of slaves by the nation'." 
Not by the free will of the people of the slave 
States, but "hy the nation." Not by moral 
suasion, but by force. Not by the ballot-box, 
but by the sword. Not by the consent and ac- 
tion of those who alone have the moral 
and political jurisdiction over the subject- 
matter, but by the dictation of those who 
have neither moral nor politial jurisdiction ! 
over it. Not by those whose experience, from 
contact with the institution of slavery, quali- 
fies them to deal with it judiciously, but by 
outsiders, perverted by prejudice, inflamed by 
hatred of the Southern people. ai«M&ii<i !<-n- 
ed by a fierce and furii hi- fan at i,-i-tnW*N ,,: hv 
any deliberative, legislative, or judicial pro- 
cess, but by the violent and bloody process of 
war. Such is Beecher's bloody and diaboli- 
cal scheme,'and Lincoln's message substan- 
tially adopts it and demands four hundred 
thousand men and four hundred million dol- 
lars to carry out the demoniacal programme. 
It is the practical consequence of tho Irre- 
pressible Conflict theory hitherto announced 
by Lincoln and Seward, and urged on by their 
followers of the Black Republican party, and 
aided and abetted by their allies nominally 
belonging to other parties. It is a consum- 
mation secretly prayed for, and clandestinely 
promoted, as we conscientiously believe, by 
many, (not all,) of tho hordes of Yankee 
editors, Yankee schoolmasters. Yankee law- 
yers, and Yankeo emissaries, by whom 
Kentucky's generous confidence and hospital- 
ity have been so treacherously and atrociously 
abused. 

This horrid and hideous scheme, now so 
boldly urged on in the Northern pulpit, press, 
rostrum, and forum, is an ominous illustra- 
tion of the faith and honor of Northern 
Black Republicanism, in its disclaimers of any 
design to interfere, by acta of Congress, with 
slavery in the States. By acts of Congress, 
indeed! O, no! But the thing is to be more 
summarily and suddenly done by acts of war; 
as the sudden effect of a war brought on with- 
out authority of Congress : prosecuted by ar- 
mies illegally levied. No interference of 
Congress with slavery in the States in that ! 
But nevertheless, the scheme is announced to 
Congress in the Usurper's message, in which, 
speaking of his purpose in prosecuting his 
war against the South, he says : 



"It is a struggle for maintainin 
world that form and substance of government 
vlutse LEADING OBJECT is to elevate 1 he condition 
of meil.to lift ARTIFICIAL weiohts/to»» alL 
shoulders, to clear the paths of lattdable.pursuit 
/Wall, to affora f all an unfettered- start and a 
faifchancc in the race of life, yicldingtopartial 
and temporary departures from necessity. 
This is the leading on.iF.cTof the government, 
for whose existence we contend." 

There is Lincoln's corroboration of Beecher's 
wicked and bloody plans ! 

But let us analyze further the programme 
of Beecher. There is but one path, he says, 
to safety and victory — but one path to a per- 
manent settlement — but ono path to the quiet 
or subjugation of the South; and that path 
lies through the emancipation of the slaves. 
The only quiet to be accorded to the South is 
in her " subjugation;" and his fellow-fanatics 
and madmen are invoked not to fear the pros- 
ecution and consummation of a conquest, 
which will lay the whites of tho South in the 
dust and liberate four million blacks ! This 
is to bo done, not by any gradual process, pre- 
scribed by legislation, and adapted to circum- 
stances, but as a '! military necessity, " and 
with the cumulative object of adding four 
million black allies to the Black Republican 
1 Arniv of coercion — "allies in every house and; 
on every plantation ; " and to the South these 
allies are "a foe more dreadful than Northern 
armies." The revengeful feelings of these 
black allies, fighting so near tho pious forces 
of the North, Beecher hypocritically hopes, 
would be restrained; but even if they should 
carry desolation and destruction over the 
Southern land, tho cloven footed devil im- 
mediately says — "it would be just I" But 
the Yankee peeps out instinctively upon this 
j view of the result. The Southern lands deso- 
; latcd by the allied arms of Black Republi- 
cans and Black Africans, even though it be 
over tho corpses of masters and the ashes of 
their homesteads, are to be immediately oc- 
cupied by " free laborers " of the North, who 
are to enjoy the fruits of the cotton, rice, su- 
gar, and tobacco plantations of the slaughter- 
ed owners, and, under tho pretense of educa- 
ting and civilizing four million of slaves, to 
make them fit for freedom, they are to insti- 
tute :u new system of slavery, underthe fraud- 
ulent name of an "apprenticeship, '' all to be 
operated for the benefit of Yankee masters. 
That's the pious scheme of the saintlv Beech- 
er I And, "for such a glorious result, even if 
it come through tears and blond, " says this 
meek follower of Jesus, '•■do wc devoutly 
pray. ' ' 

Comment on this atrocious scheme, ad- 
dressed to Kentuokians, would be a gratuitous 
insult to their understanding and their man- 
hood. • 



Tho Journal Affects to be Terrified in order 
to Introduce Lincoln's reiga of Terror into 
Kentucky. 

The Louisville Journal of Saturday was 
terribly exercised. The perturbed spirit of 
the editor was as w ild and frantic witli fright, 
as the guilty Macbeth. The air, to his dis- 
torted vision, was tilled w ith dagger* pointed 
at his own throat. The bloody business in 
which he was himself engaged informed bis 
frenzied sight. He had been looking at the 
filthy witness of his own red hands. It was 
all this that peopled the gloom of his guilt v 
sanctum with visions of torrible secessionists, 
and made him dread a peril near at hand. 
To allay his terrors, let us kindlyassure him 
that tho ghosts of Banquo which so affright 
his soul, are only ghosts of his own conjuring; 
or, in other words, that the charges which hu 
make- of terrible designs entertained by Ken- 
tucky secessionists, are groundless, and cannot 
be supported by any reliable evidence. In 
all the length and breadth of Kentucky — we 
say it earnestly and sincerely — wo do not 
know a single secessionist, in the sense of the 
Journal — not one. There may bo some who 
entertain the theoretic opinion that secession 
is a sound doctrine, and under some circum- 
stances would bo wise action, just as there are 
some, of the Journal school, who entertain 
the opposite theory of Lincoln, that tho Fed- 
eral Government is a consolidated empire, in 
which State lines and State rights are virtu- 
ally obliterated. But we repeat, that we have 
no knowledge or belief, that any citizen of 
Kentucky contemplates, by any act of force, 
or violence, or political strategy, the with- 
drawal of Kentucky from the Union. Tho 
States rights men of Kentucky are not mad- 
men. The very principles they advocate, ex- 
act from themselves an earnest and honest 
reverence for and obedience to tin; will of a 
majority of the people of the State.

A strong detachment of Gen. McCIellan's 
forces, under Gen. Rosecrans, attacked a small 
force of Yirginians under Col. Pcgram, at 
Rich Mountain, and, by superiority of num- 
bers and longer range of artillery, defeated 
them.

BQ^Tlio following communication from u 
distinguished gentleman of the legal profes- 
sion, presents, in our opinion, an irrefutable 
argument on the important question discussed. 
"We should think that the strong logic of this 
argument might induce Mr. Attorney Gener- 
al James to review nnd revise and reverse the 
opinion in which he seems to give to the nu- 
merical dtotoiwHtfht of districts a considera- 
tion paramount to the substantial object of se- 
curing the peoplo equal representation. The 
numbering of districts is a matter of mere con- 
venience, not a matter of substance, nor of 
duty on the part of the Legislature ; since 
nothing is plainer than the fact that the dis- 
tricts could easily be designated without any 
use of numerals at all. This shows , that 
not the number, but the constituency of the 
districts, should be the governing considera- 
tion in determining who may be entitled to 
representation in the Senate: 

Senatorial Districts. 

Col. Stkvensox : The Constitution of Ken- 
tucky declares that Senatorial Districts "shall 
be so formed as to contain, as near as may be, 
an equal number of qualified voters ;" that 
one Senator for each district shall be elected 
by the qualified voters therein;" that the Sen- 
ator shall have resided for one year "in the 
district for which ho may be chosen ;" that 
where a county shall bo entitled to two or 
more Senators, it shall be divided; and that 
when a city or town shall bo entitled to more 
than one Senator, it shall likewise be divided, 
"and a Senator shall be elected from each 
Senatorial district" thus formed. The Con- 
stitution is silent as to whether the districts 
shall bo numbered or not. Manifestly, it is 
a matter of form; and the Legislature may 
divide the State into districts without num- 
bering them one, two, three, Sc. 

An election is about to take place for Sen- 
ators, and the question arises — what districts 
shall elect the nineteen necessary to BMkati- 
tute (with those holding over) a full Senate? 

■According to the opinion of the Attorney 
General — not given, however, in bis official 
capacity — the number of the district is to 
govern, and wherever, under the new ap- 
portionment, a district bears thesamc number 
as a district under the former apportionment, 
if the latter is vacant by the expiration of its 
Senator's term, the former having the corres- 
ponding number, must elect the Senator. 
Thus a district at the mouth of the Big Sandy 
may bo represented by a Senator elected in a 
district at Mills Point; and, in point of fact, 
it would eventuate, in the present instance, in 
ten districts having two Senators each, leav- 
ing ten districts without any Senators in the 
next General Assembly. This would clearly 
violate the plain meaning of the Constitution. 
The path of safety is to pursue the substance, 
ut least, of the instrument. It may be impos- 
sible to attain exact equality in the arrange- 
ment of districts, or in the election of Sena- 
tors; but surely it cannot be that form, rather 
than iubstanee, shall be followed, when it ends 
in depriving more than one fourth of the 
voters of the State of any representation in 
the Senate. 

It what districts, then, shall the elections bo 
held? The answer of the Constitution, cor- 
rects expounded, is, in the meant districts. 
But then there are twenty-one vacant dis- 
tricts, and we only want, and can only have, 
nineteen new Senators. By the Constitution, 
the Senate is made sole judge of the "qualifica- 
tions, elections, and returns of its members.'' 

At its next meeting, a quorum can he ob- 
tained without difficulty, by the admission, 
without question, of all the newly elected Sen- 
ators from those districts where the number 
and the vacancy correspond. Then it will bo 
for the Senate, thus constituted, to determine 
which tiro, of the newly elected, art the sur- 
plus Senators. And as to this, your corres- 
pondent thinks there can be little difficulty, if 
substance, rather than shad'nr, or mere form, 
is followed. 

The difficulty arises from the fact that two 
of the Senators holding over — Messrs. Alex- 
ander and Boles — are thrown together in one 
district by the last apportionment ; and that two 
others — Messrs. Johnson and Jenkins — are 
placed in another, thus leaving twenty-one 
districts in which no Senator resides. Two of 
these Senators, in point of substance, repre- 
sent two of tho vacant districts, embracing 
counties which elected them. It will he for 
the Senate to determine which. 

The view of the question I have endeavor- 
ed to take, would obviate all difficulty, and at 
tho sumo time secure to the quiiliticd voters 
of the State, that "eaual and uniform repre- 
sentation,'' which the Constitution guarantees 
to the citizen. 

Before I close, I will submit this illustration 
of tho opposite position. Suppose a district, 
which already has a Senator, is required by 
virtue of the "number" it bears, to elect an 
additional Senator; and that the present in- 
cumbent should now resign, and the Govern- 
or order an election to fill the vacancy in 
August ? Tho anomaly would then be pre- 
sented, of a district electing two Senator* at 
the same time. M.

down to the condition of the helots of Greece, 
and worse than the serfs of Russia. If this 
curse should only fall upon the heads of those 
who arc sustaining this usurping despotism, 
we should care less for their sufferings, but 
unfortunately the blight and the curse will 
como upon all alike.

Position of the Democracy of New Hampshire 
on National Affairs. 

' On Monday last. Mr. Bingham, of Little- 
ton, presented to the House of Representatives 
the following series of resolutions: 

Retained, That the Constitution of the 
United States is the supreme law of the land, 
and that the individual and State rights guar- 
antied by that instrument ought to bo respect- 
ed. 

Resolved, That we are opposed to national 
consolidation and to any revolution or change 
which shall abolish State sovereignties. 

Resolved, That we believe that the BtlCCees- 
ful prosecution of a war of conquest and sub- 
jugation upon the revolted States must end in 
national consolidation and tho extinguish- 
ment of State sovereignties. 

Rjsolved, That our Senators lie instructed 
and our Representatives requested, in the 
coming session of Congress, to support any 
plan of compromise, honorable and just to 
both sections, and likely to re-unite the States 
and restore peace to the country."* 

The resolutions above were doubtless adopt- 
ed at a meeting for consultation, by the Dem- 
ocratic members of the Legislature, and may 
be regarded as expressing tho views of the 
Dcniocrary of New Hampshire upon the mat- 
ters involved in them. As far as they go, we 
regard them as setting forth sound and true 
doctrine — the only doctrine upon which our 
republican institutions can be preserved. At 
this crisis, when men seem to have lost all 
ideas of republican government, and of official 
accountability, it is important to call the at- 
tention of the people to the first and funda- 
mental principles of our institutions, in order 
that public liberty may be preserved. The 
resolutions were referred to the Committee 
on National Affairs. They will undoubtedly 
be voted down by tho Republican majority of 
tho Legislature, who seem to be ready to do 
all they can to sacrifice and destroy the Dem- 
ocratic institutions of the country. If any 
member calling himself a Democrat, shall 
vote against them, or dodge, he may be re- 
gard -d as already in the Black Republican 
camp, and should be treated accordingly by 
his constituents. — Concord {X. II.) Standard. 



"Wisconsin Bonds not Neooti ahi.e. — Tho 
La Crosse Democrat of the 21st inst. says: 
All efforts to dispose of the war bonds of this 
State, except *200.000, have so far failed. 
Another session of the Legislature will prob- 
ably be held, to devise ways to raise means to 
dispose of them. 

Commenting upon this, the Dubuque Her- 
ald (Iowa) says: If this be true of the bonds 
of the State of Wiscorlsin, it w ill be no less 
the case with those of Iowa. The fact is, that 
so many Stato loans have been authorized to 
be made for War purposes, that Stato bonds 
and United Slates Government stock have 
become a drug in the money markets. 



Is it Disinterested Patriotism. — The 
telegraph informs the public that at a meet- 
ing of Kentuekians (not members of Congress) 
at Washington city, it was resolved that the 
government must be sustained in its war pol- 
icy. 

Now who are those Kentuekians at Wash- 
ington who propose to give tone to public sen- 
timent? In all probability they are men 
seeking appointment! from the Federal Ad- 
ministration in the civil service or in the ar- 
my, or sharpers on the lookout for fat con- 
tracts. Of course they are all for sustaining 
the government in "a vigorous prosecution 
of the war.'' — Cop. Jonr. 



A State Government Wiped Out. — 
Old Abo is "going it on the big figure.'' Ho 
has subjugated the State of Maryland, depos- 
ed the government of the city of Baltimore, 
and o-tabli-hed a system of police under tho 
military power of the United States. But, 
that is not all. He has wiped out the State 
Government of Mi-souri. At this moment 
there is no State Government in Missouri. 
It has been deposed by the troops of the Uni- 
ted States. At this rate it will not be long 
before every State Government will be abol- 
ished. State lines rubbed out, and a grand 
CONSOLIDATED Government inaugura- 
ted. A .l this has been done in a professed Re- 
public.

XXXVIITTI CONGHESS-Extra Session. 

Washington, July 12. 

Senate — Mr. "Wilson gave notice that he 
should introduce a bill authorizing the Federal 
Government to take personal property in the 
rebel States, where the owners are found in 
rebellion against the Government. 

Mr. Trumbull offered a resolution asking 
the Secretary of War to inform tho Senate 
whether any contracts had been made except 
by the regular officers, Commissaries, or 
Quartermasters; and if so, to lay them before 
the Senate. Agreed to. 

Mr. Saulsbury offered a resolution propos- 
ing amendments to tho Constitution for a 
peaceable adjustment of the present difficul- 
tiet. Ordered to be printed. 

Mr. Sumner presented n memorial from the 
citizens of Massachusetts, asking Congress to 
sanction the sanitary commission. 

Also, to appoint a sanitary board to go with 
each large body of troops. 

Also presented a petition from the citizens 
of Massachusetts, asking Congress to remove 
all cause of war, w hich, in the view of the pe- 
titions, is the continual permission of slavery. 

Mr. Hale reported a bill to provide for an 
assistant Paymaster. Passed. 

The House bill relating to further collection 
of import duties passed. 

Also, the force bill passed — yeas 30, nays 0. 
Nays— ^Breckinridge, Bright, Johnson, of Mis- 
souri, Kennedy, Polk, Powell. 

The bill for the better organization of the 
military establishment was amended so as to 
provide for the support of a military acade- 
my. Also, to increase the army rations. 

Mr. AVilson moved to reconsider the vote 
by which the bill to authorize the employ- 
ment of volunteers was passed. Agreed 
to. 

Some amendments were made: one for 
providing for volunteers to serve three years, 
and amendments to increase the pay of chap- 
lains. Passed. 

The bill was then passed — yeas 35, nays 5. 
Messrs. Breckinridge. Johnston, of Missouri, 
Polk, and Powell voting in the negative. 

The Senate then adjourned. 

House. — The following are the select com- 
mittee announced to iuquire and report rela- 
tive to the establishment of n national armory 
west of the Alleghany s: Messrs. Morebead, 
McClernand, Bingham, Kellogg, of Michi- 
gan. Stratton, Rollins, of Mi-souri, Yandevor, 
and Wallace. 

The select committee to inquire into army 
contracts: Messrs. Van Wyck, Washburn, 
Holmnn. Fenton, Davis, Steele, of New Jer- 
sey, and Jackson. 

On the Pacific Railroad: Messrs. Curtis, 
Campbell, Blair, of Missouri, Mallory, Cox. 
\\ . i.-ier, Franchat, Arnold, and Thayer. 

Mr. Harding favored giving any amount of 
money and men to support the Government, 
and at the same time was opposed to the sub- 
jugation of the South, and spoke in favor of 
Commissioners accompanying the army to re- 
ceive any propositions that may be made by 
the Confederates. 

Mr. Vallandighain asked Mr. Wright "are 
you opposed to the return of the seceded 
States? 

Mr. Wright replied that he was not. 

Mr. Vallandighain — If seceded States de- 
sire to return without fighting or striking an- 
other blow, did the gentleman intend that 
they should stand up and be compelled to re- 
ceive our shot? 

Mr. Wright replied when those who are 
fighting under the standard of rebellion lay 
down their arms and sue forpeaee and surren- 
der their leaders, then he was for peace, [ap- 
plausej and not otherwise. — This is not a war 
of subjugation but to defend the integrity of 
the Government, and not to rob Southern men 
or intercfere in tho negro question. 

Various amendments were made, but the 
prominent features of the bill were retained. 

Mr. Vallandigham offered a preamble pro- 
testing again-t several members of the House 
occupying seats, in consequence of holding 
military commissions. 
On motion of Mr. Kellogg, Mr. Vallagfig- 
hani's preamble was tabled by 92 agains™l. 

On motion of Mr. OKn, a resolution was 
adopted requesting the Attorney General to 
lav before the House a copy of his opinion re- 
ferred to in the President's special message. 

The resolution was amended at the instance 
of Mr. Vallandigham, so as to call for a re- 
port in relation to the suspension of tho writ 
of habeas corpus. 

The House took up and merely read through 
the bill miking appropriations for tho legisla- 
tive, executive, and judicial expenses. 

Also the bill making appropriations for cer- 
tain civil expenses, and then passed both of 
them. 

On motion of Mr. Blair, the House went in- 
to committee on the bill to authorize the em- 
ployment of volunteers to aid in suppressing 
tin- rebellion and defending the Government 
of the United States. The bill authorizes the 
President to accept the services of volunteers 
to the number of 500,000. and to pay the ex- 
penses the sum of S500,000,000 are appropri- 
ated. 

Mr. Allen desired to amend so as to limit 
the acceptances of the volunteers to one year, 
believing that the rebellion would be put 
down in less than three years. 

He expressed perfect willingness to vote 
twice the amount of money and number of 
men necessary to secure the enforcement of 
the laws and suppress the present revolution. 

Several members spoke on the bill to in- 
crease the army, A'c. 

Mr. Morebead expressed confidence in the 
Administration and the old Chieftain who 
controls and directs the war movements. 
They would not spend a dollar, or employ a 
man mure than the exigencies required. 

The bill was subsequently reported to the 
House, where the amendments were concurred 
in,' including the following proposed by Mr. 
Colfax: 

All letters written by soldiers may be trans- 
mitted through the mails without prepayment 
of postage, under such regulations as the Post- 
master General may prescribe, the postage to 
be paid by the' recipient. 

The bill passed at 5 P. M., and the House 
adjourned. 

One Republican Paper for Recognizing the 
Southern Confederacy. 

Tho Hartford Courrant, the leading Repub- 
lican paper of Connecticut, is at length con- 
strained to admit that the only way to peace 
is to recognize the Independence of the Con- 
federate States. It says : 

"Public opinion in the North seems to be 
gradually settling down in favor of the recog- 
nition of the new Confederacy by the Federal 
Government. The thought of a bloody and 
protracted civil war. except as a Blatter of ab- 
solute necessity, is abharent to all, and its is- 
sues may be as perilous to the victors as tho 
vanquished. To subjugate the seceded States 
by force of arms, and to compel them to re- 
main in the Union, if it be possible, must in- 
volve great expenditure of treasure and life, 
and can result only in changing the present 
alienation into deadly hostility and incurable 
hate. If they remain in the Onion, they must 
do so as peers of the other Slates, and not as 
conquered provinces. 

State Sovereignty. — The Springfield 
I 111.) Register thus pointedly refers to a por- 
tion of President Lincoln s late message: 

'• Mr. Lincoln is eminently of the Ameri- 
can Bourbons, who 'learn nothing and forget 
nothing. ' He says there is no such words in 
either Stateor National Constitutionsas 'State 
Sovereignty. ' There may not be such words, 
but the spirit, the recognition of 'State Sov- 
ereignty' abounds in all, and it is unfortunate 
for Mr. Lincoln's sweeping declaration, that 
the motto of his own State, in precisely the 
necessary number of words, embodies the true 
theory of our Government 'which he denies — 
'Slate Soverciguty — National Union.' "

Proclamation of the Governor. 

Whereas, numerous applications have been 
made to me from many good citizens of this 
Commonwealth, praying me to issue a procla- 
mation forbidding the march of any forces of 
this or any other State or States over our soil, 
to make an apprehended attack upon the 
Federal forces at Cairo, in Illinois, or to dis- 
turb any otherwise the peaceful attitude of 
Kentucky with reference to the deplorable 
war now waging between the United States 
and the Confederate States. And whereas, 
numerous applications from like good citizens 
of this Commonwealth have also been made 
to me, praying me to issue a proclamation 
forbidding the occupation of any post or place, 
or the march over our sacred soil by any 
force of the United States for any purpose. 
And whereas, it is made fully ev ident. by 
every indication of public sentiment, that it 
is the determined purpose of the good people 
of Kentucky to maintain, with courageous 
firmness, the fixed position of self-defense, 
proposing or intending no invasion or ag- 
gression towards any other State or States, 
forbidding the quartering of troops upon her 
soil by either of the hostile sections, but sim- 
ply standing aloof from an unnatural, horrid 
and lamentable strife, for the existensc of 
which Kentucky, neither by thought, word, 
nor act, is iu any wise responsible. And 
whorMut, the policy thus recommended hy so 
many of my fellow-citizens of all political 
leanings, is, in mv judgment, wise, peaceful, 
safe, and honorable, and the most likely to 
preserve peace and amity between the neigh- 
boring bordering States on both shores of the 
Ohio river, and protect Kentutky, generally, 
from the ravages of a deplorable war. Alia 
whereas, the arms distributed to the "State 
Guard, ' composed us it is of gentlemen 
equally conscientious and honest, who enter- 
tain the opinions of lioth parties, are not to 
be used against the Federal (jorernmtnt nor lite 
Conftdttaie Slates, but to resist and prevent 
encroachments upon her soil, her rights, her 
honor, and her sovereignty by either of the 
belligerent parties, and to preserve the peace, 
safety, prosperity, and happiness and strict 
neutrality of her peopte, in the hope she may 
soon have an opportunity to become a suc- 
cessful mediator between them; and in order 
to remove the unfounded distrust and suspi- 
cions of purposes to force Kentucky out of the 
Union, atthe point of thebayonct — which may 
have been strongly and wickedly engendered 
in the public mind in regard to my own posi- 
tion and that of the "State Guard," 

Now, therefore, 1, BERIAH MAGOFFIX, 
Governor of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, and Commander-in-Chief of all her 
military forces, on land or water, have issued 
this my jiroclomation, hereby notifying and 
warning all other States, w hether separate or 
united, and especially the "United States'' 
and the "Confederate States,'' that I solemnly 
forbid any movement upon the soil of Ken- 
tucky or the occupation of any port, post, or 
place whatever within the lawful boundary 
and jurisdiction of this State, by any of the 
forced under the orders of the States afore- 
said, for any purpose whatever, until author- 
ized by invitation or permission of the Leg- 
islative and Executive authorities of this 
State previously granted. I also hereby especi- 
ally and solemnly forbid all good citizens of this 
Commonwealth, whether incorporated in the 
"State Guard " or otherwise, making any war- 
like < <r hostile demonstrations whateveragainst 
any of the authorities aforesaid, earnestly re- 
questing all citizens, civil and military, to be 
obedient hereto; to be obedient to the laws 
and lawful orders of both the civil and mili- 
tary authorities: to remain when off military 
duty quietly and peaceably at their homes, 
pursuing their wonted lawful avocations; to re- 
frain all words and acts likely to engender 
hot blood and provoke collision; to pursue 
such a line of wise conduct as will promote 
peace and tranquility, and a sense of safety 
and security, and thus keep far aw ay from our 
beloved land and people the deplorable ca- 
lamities of invasion; but at the same time earn- 
estly counseling my fellow-citizens of Ken- 
tucky to make prompt and efficient prepara- 
tions to ussume the armor and attitude pre- 
scribed by the paramount and supreme law 
of self-defense — and strictly of self-defense 
alone; praying Almighty God to have us ever- 
more in his holy keeping, and to preserve 
us in peace, prosperity, and security for- 
ever.
